WASHINGTON, April 21 (UPI) 
—The House gave final and 
overwhelming congressional ap- 
proval today to a civil rights 
bill containing new Negro voting 
guarantees. 

The vote on final passage was 
288 to 95. Voting the bill were 
165 Democrats and 123 Repub- 
licans. Against it were 83 Demo- 
crats and 12 Republicans. 

The measure— second major 
| civil rights bill produced by 
proageon since the Reconstruc- 
tion Era following the Civil War 
|—now goes to President Eisen- 
hower who is expected to sign 
it. 

The House action ended a 
struggle over civil rights legis- 
lation that has dominated this 
election-year Congress since its 
opening day, Jan. 6.

Emanuel Celler (Dem.), of the

He said it represented ‘‘a de- 
cisive step towards protecting 
and furthering the civil rights 
of all our citizens’’ and ‘“‘basic- 
ally represents the wishes of the 
American people in this year 
1960.”” 

Representative William M. 
Colmer (Dem.), Mississippi, a 
leader of the Southern bloc, said 
the measure would result in 
more discord and be a setback 
to better relations between the 
races. 

“You will rue the day that 
_you played any part in this in- 
‘famous thing,” he told the 
House. 

Pledge by Rogers. 

As the House passed the bill, 
Attorney General William P., 
Rogers issued a statement prom- 
ising prompt and vigorous ene 
forcement when the measure 
becomes law. He _ expressed 
hope that ‘“‘responsible state of- 
ficials will voluntarily undertake 
to eliminate discriminatory prac- 
tices.” 

He said also that effectiveness 
of the measure would depend in 
large part on the willingness of 
Negroes to assert their right to 
vote, 

He expressed disappointment 
that some Administration recom- 
mendations were eliminated or 
amended but added: “‘The new 
law holds forth great promise 
for substantial and steady prog- 
ress.” 

The final bill satisfied neither 
the liberal Northern Democrats 
nor Southern Democrats, but it 
was less obnoxious to South-

All for More Research. 

Teller, Bethe and nine other 
scientists on the panel agreed 
that much more research was 
needed. But those who supported 
Teller clearly wanted more re- 
search into cheating possibili- 
ties, while those who supported 
Bethe wanted more research into 
detection methods. All but two 
or three were clearly on one 
side or the other. 

Dr. Harold Brown of the Law- 
rence Radiation Laboratory spec- 
ulated that 120,000 stations on 
Soviet territory would make ‘‘a 
pretty good system" but would 
not completely remove the pos- 
silbility of cheating. 

Teller said on-site inspections 
of 15,000 to 80,000 suspicious un- 
derground events would be “‘like 
looking for needles in hay- 
stacks.” 

Dr. Alvin C. Graves of the Los 
Alamos Scientific Laboratory 
warned that ‘“‘a lot of very im- 
portant weapons work’’ could be 
carried on at almost any thresh- 
old beneath which a system 
could not detect nuclear tests. 

Dr. Urey’s Comment, 

Dr. Harold Urey, University 
of Chicago chemist who won the 
Nobel prize in 1934, suggested 
that detection stations inside 
Russia might obtain information 
beyond the mere reading of in- 
struments. He conceded that 
this might be called espionage. 

Teller said he could not ob- 
ject “as a scientist” if the 
United States signed a treaty 
that held adequate safeguards 
against cheating or a treaty in 
which it was clearly stated there 
would be no attempt at control 
or there was serious doubt about 
control in the next decade.

The books were “‘by and about 
the Negro in America for the 
information of any person in- 
terested in reading about the 
history of the Negro,”’ Dr. Roy 
G. Ross, the council’s general 
secretary, said in a statement.

Tuesday attacked an Air Force 
manual linking the council with 
communism. 
| Jackson, who has previously 
defended the manual which the 
Air Force repudiated, was chal-

'Green (Dem.) Oregon, one of 
the manual’s critics Tuesday. 

She asked Jackson to name 
any books indorsed by the coun- 
cil which had been denied mail- 
ing privileges on obscenity

Jackson said he did not want 
to promote such books by men- 
tioning them on the House floor, 
but that he would provide Mrs. 
Green with a list. Pressed fur- 
ther, Jackson named one, ‘‘With- 
out Magnolias.”

IF NAPOLEON OR LAFAYETTE or even the Sun King, Louis

In other words, he expressed 
his willingness to accept the sta- 
tuSquo in Germany. He did this 
without disloyalty to his close 
ally, Chancellor Adenauer, since 
he pointed out to Khrushchev 
that he would gain nothing and 
might lose everything by trying 
to force the Western powers out 
of Berlin. It would be the height 
of folly to sign a separate peace 
treaty with East Germany and 
thereby hope to squeeze out the 
West.

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Rhee’s Responsibility 

President Syngman Rhee of South Korea 
should be held directly and personally respon- 
sible for the student rioting that has brought 
about the death or injury of hundreds of his 
countrymen. This aged autocrat so thorough- 
ly stifled parliamentary opposition to his re- 
gime, by one means or another, that he left 
no alternative to violence. Nor will the resig- 
nation of his cabinet alone stop the protests. 
The destruction of potential rivals has been 
his deliberate policy. The United States has 
been forced to back the Rhee government 
through circumstance; in view of this, Secre- 
tary Herter’s denunciation of its excesses is 
doubly commendable. 


It is foolish for South Korean officials to 
blame Communist agents for inciting the stu- 
dents to riot. If Communist agents have 
been at work in the country, then Rhee’s 
boasted anti-Communist program has been a 
failure. If the riots were started by pro- 
Communists, and we do not think they were, 
then it is proof that Rhee has made anti-Com- 
munism so unattractive that Koreans may be 
excused for demanding something more.

The truth is that the disastrous outcome 
of Rhee’s policy has embarrassed South Ko 
rea’s best friend, the United States, put a 
cloud over the scheduled visit of President 
Eisenhower to Seoul in June, and provided 
grist for the propaganda mills of world Com- 
munism. The Communists have been able to 
link United States military and economic sup- 
port of South Korea with “Rhee’s fascist rule.” 
They have been handed a chance to identify 
the United States with militarism and dicta- 
torship. They are making the most of it. 


Rhee, who was educated in the United States 
and who has powerful friends here, has been 
a frequent source of irritation to this govern- 
ment. He has tried to pursue his own poli- 
cies, both military and economic, at the ex- 
pense of Western interests, and has been per- 
sonally difficult to deal with. He has been 
fortunate politically, to say the least. Since 
1945 four of his rivals have been murdered; 
one was executed, and a sixth died shortly 
before the controversial March 15 election in 
which Rhee was chosen for a fourth term. 
The student demonstrators have charged 
Rhee’s party rigged this election; they also 
accuse the police of election-day brutality.

Vice President John M. Chang, who was 
defeated for re-election March 15, has praised 
Secretary Herter and has called for new elec- 
tions as the only way to appease the aroused 
Koreans. Korean censors refused to permit 
publication of his demand, but it is a good 
idea and pressure should be put on Rhee to 
agree to it. Genuine secret-ballot elections, 
perhaps under the surveillance of United Na- 
tions monitors, would put South Korea on a 
different plane in the eyes of the world. 


South Koreans are not protesting merely 
the March 15 election. As Prime Minister 
Kishi of Japan said, the balloting was the 
fuse that led to the explosion, but behind it 
were accumulated dissatisfactions with gov- 
ernment policies. Rhee must take some dras- 
tic corrective action. If he does not, it will 
be impossible for President. Eisenhower to 
visit him. And cancellation of the Presiden- 
tial visit would be a severe blow. He can get 
off the hook by scheduling new elections. 


A Billion Consumers W on’t Pay 


Fair-trade legislation, which would make it 
a federal crime for retailers to sell trade- 
marked products at less than the price fixed 
by the manufacturer, is stymied in Congress 
for the second consecutive year. The House 
Rules Committee has shelved it, as did the 
Senate Commerce Committee in 1959. Born 
in the depression of the ’30s, fair-trade has 
been a burning issue ever since; and under- 
standably so, for economic studies cited by 
the Department of Justice estimate it would 
cost consumers a billion dollars a year. 

On top of adverse decisions by the supreme 
courts of 16 states, fair-trade has run into still 
further legal snags this year which discourage 
its pursuit in the present overt form. A New 
Jersey Supreme Court decision suggests man- 
ufacturers will have to subject themselves to 
state taxes in states which they wish to have 
police the retail prices of their products. A 
United States Supreme Court decision sug- 
gests that threats to cut off supplies of re- 
tailers who sell below fixed prices will be con- 
sidered evidence of an illegal combine. Both 
these cases involve the sale of drugs, a field 
in which fair-trade has been a principal factor 
in sustaining high prices. 

Fair-trade has encountered so much un- 
favorable comment from economists, from 
consumer groups and from agencies of govern- 
ment that some of its sponsors admit the 
very name has become a liability. There are 
indications that further efforts to write price- 
fixing into federal law may take a more 
oblique course, perhaps going under the guise 
of quality control. Whatever its form, con- 
sumers and those who have their interests at 
heart in Congress will need to remain watch- 
ful of legislation which would cramp the area 
of choice both for those who buy and for 
those who sell at retail. 


De Gaulle’s Own Conscience 


General De Gaulle will arrive in Washing- 


ton on Friday for what may be the most im- 
portant of the pre-summit consultations. They 
also may be the most difficult since of all the 
Western leaders, only Chancellor Adenauer 
seems to be in complete rapport with him. 

De Gaulle’s vision of “France, like the prin- 
cess in the fairy stories or the Madonna in 
the frescoes, dedicated to an exalted and ex- 
ceptional destiny” can be a trying one. It 
leads to such dictates as that “the defense of 
France must be French.” So he denies NATO 
authority over French air fields and the 
French fleet. He can deal in shrewd ambigui- 
ties, and he insists on being distant and aloof 
to maintain his prestige. People often feel 
they cannot understand him—at least not in 
democratic terms. Perhaps the Manchester 
Guardian was right in saying: 

We might as well stop trying to think of 
him as either a democrat or a potential dicta- 
tor. He is neither. Instead he is a unique 


figure—a monarch who ues aims and 
- >it ala restraints own conscience 
as set. 


Yet this awkward ally may have gone far- 
ther than any other Westerner in bringing 
Khrushchev around to substantial agreement 
with the Western point of view on German 
reunification and the status of Berlin. He 
may have convinced Khrushchev that the West 
is in no greater hurry for reunification than 
the Russians are, and that both can safely 
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reiterate their stated positions for the present. 
Certainly the Russian premier has been move 
benign since his visit to Paris. 

De Gaulle may be more difficult about 
nuclear matters. Yet under his shining armor 
he is a realist. He must know that France

Good Sense in New Jersey 

Voters in New Jersey are to be congratu- 
lated on their decision to renominate Senator 
Clifford P, Case, a progressive Republican. 
Senator Case’s margin in the primary over 
Robert Morris amounted to more than 100,000 
votes. The fact that Mr. Morris was repudi- 
ated is of great interest because of his well- 
financed conservative backing. 

Mr. Morris, counsel for the Senate Internal 
Security subcommittee under the late Senator 
Pat McCarran of Nevada, was supported by an 
organization of superpatriots called Americans 
for Constitutional Action. It is headed by 
Adm. Ben Moreell, a former St. Louisan who 
became connected with big business and con- 
servative causes after retiring from the Navy. 
The campaign against Senator Case was or- 
ganized a year ago by 46 of the state’s 
wealthiest Republicans who were distraught, 
as one writer put it, because “the Eisenhower 
Administration has failed to repeal the Twen- 
tieth Century.” 


The contest was touted as a barometer of 
the strength the GOP Old Guard can bring to 
bear this year. The result tended to disprove 
the argument of Senator Goldwater and Rep- 
resentative Miller, who head the Senate and 
House Republican campaign committees, that 
strenuous campaigning will bring out enough 
conservative votes to win in November. Mr. 
Morris campaigned strenuously and his sup- 
porters spent a great deal of money, yet he 
failed. 

Vice President Nixon doubtless will be 
guided by the outcome, and by the refusal of 
Mr. Morris to pledge his support to Senator 
Case in Mr. Case’s campaign against the Dem- 
ocratic nominee. Mr. Nixon may well wonder 
whether Republican conservatives will with- 
hold votes and money if he becomes liberal 
enough to attract the independents he needs. 
Our feeling is that Mr. Nixon can pretty well 
discount this possibility; the conservatives’ 
ae may be leaking but they have no other 

ome. 


Around the Park, Not Through It 


The Missouri Highway Commission ought to 
reconsider its extremely questionable decision 
to run the Circumferential Expressway 
through St. Louis county’s Grand View Park. 
The park lies southwest ef Sunset Hills coun- 
try club in the southwest part of the county. 

It is bad enough to have to take park land 
for highway purposes when there is no prac- 
tical alternative, as is the case with the need 
to widen the Express Highway through Forest 
Park. But it is a serious error in judgment, 
we think, to take park land when there are 
alternatives that would serve almost as well 
without disrupting the park. 


There are three alternative routes around 
Grand View Park. The park route is 1.3 
miles shorter than any of the alternatives, and 
evidently this fact is controlling with the en- 
gineers. Capitalizing on it, they reason that 
the shorter route would be less costly to build 
and a source of savings in time and conse- 
quently money to motorists who use it. 


Granting the engineering justifications for 
ripping through the very part of the park 
that the county has developed at no little ex- 
pense, this is not the sole basis on which the 
problem should be judged by the Commis- 
sion. This is one case where the Commission 
must rise above engineering judgments and 
consider the overriding public interest in pre- 
serving every square foot of park space in a 
county that is rapidly being overrun with 
subdivisions. 

In any conflict between parks and high- 
ways, parks should come first when there are 
reasonable alternatives, as in this case. It is 
the Commission’s duty to listen to the engi- 
neers, but to put the larger public interest 
first. If it does, we are confident that the 
Circumferential will be routed around Grand 
View Park, not through it. 


A Friend in Need 


President Romulo Betancourt, who appears 
to have crushed revolt in Venezuela, is a thor- 
ough-going democrat who deserves United 
States moral support. The revolt was a right- 
wing military effort, but as today’s Mirror of 
Public Opinion shows, the government faces 
criticism from the extremes of both right and 
left 


Recently Mr. Betancourt reported on a 

year in office, and showed that he hoped to 
avoid extremes. “There are two ways of 
showing nationalism,” he said, “the dema- 
gogic, shouting nationalism; or the national- 
ism that, defending the interests of Venezuela 
and its workers, is not importing from abroad 
what has been well defined as ‘strategic 
hatred.’” 
. ‘Mr. Betancourt’s nationalism welcomes for- 
eign investment, but insists on giving his na- 
tion greater control of its resources. At pres- 
ent foreign oil companies provide, through 
profit-sharing, 75 per cent of government 
revenue. Big oil profits have not meant na- 
tional prosperity, however. The Perez Jimenez 
dictatorship used its revenues in ambitious 
projects which created inflation and left a 
billion-dollar debt. 

‘The Betancourt government has been try- 
ing to pay off the debt and encourage eco- 
nomic reforms at the same time. A national 
petroleum company was to have been estab- 
lished the same day the revolt broke out, to 


give Venezuelans some management of their - | 


oil resources. A 10-year land reform program 
is based on use of government reserves and 
undeveloped private holdings. 

President Betancourt’s economic policies are 
not those of the United States (nor are they 
those of Cuba). Unless his policies succeed, 
however, the alternative will be a social up- 
heaval threatening the youthful Venezuelan

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CITES U.S. NEEDS 
IN TRANSPORTATION 


Bringing economic stability to 
the transportation industry is of 
paramount importance to the 
commercial health of the United 
States, W. Maurice Buttram, 
president of the Nationa] Confer- 
ence of State Transportation 
Specialists, said here yesterday. 

Speaking at the organization’s 
annual meeting at the Mark 
Twain Hotel, Buttram urged that 
state regulatory agencies become 
more active in the transportation 
field. 

The conference has been or- 
ganized in the last two years 
to strive for more uniformity in 
transportation standards from 
state to state. A total of 133 
officers of various state regula- 
tory agencies attended the meet- 


ing. 

Modernization of regulatory 
procedures, on both a state ana 
federal level, is one of the re- 
forms that the conference must 
seek, Buttram said. He declared 
that ‘‘too many requirements ex- 
ist which have long since ceased 
to serve a useful purpose, and 
the result is an undue burden 
upon the regulated carrier.” The 
burden, he said, is passed on to 
the public in the form of in- 
creased transportation cost. 

The history of the industry 

shows that legislation lagged far 
behind the development of trans- 
portation, Buttram said. 
“The result has been a con- 
tinuing parade of emasculatory 
decisions betraying an almost 
complete lack of comprehension 
of fundamental economic law,” 
he asserted. 

The shipping public has suf- 
fered from the instability of the 
industry, Buttram said, and in 
the last 25 years has been “‘the 
dupe of unscrupulous operators 
brazenly discriminating between 
persons, points and places.” 

The time has come for the 


regulatory agencies to stop 
“playing footsie with the idea 
of economic regulation of trans- 
portation,” Buttram said. 


“To the uninitiated,” he said, 
“transportation of property is 
just hauling, and so it is, but its 
ramifications extend into the 
humblest homes. There can be 
no economic prosperity without 
an adequate system of transpor- 
tation facilities available to the 


public each minute of every hour | 


of every day.” 

The problem of the new or- 
ganization is ‘‘to come up with 
constructive leadership in meth- 
ods and procedures in rate-mak- 
ing, reduction in the cost of 
regulation, vehicle marking and 
registration and effective meth- 
ods to eliminate unauthorized 
transportation,” Buttram con- 
cluded. 


Buttram is transportation di- 
rector of the Arkansas Com- 
merce Commission. Other of- 
ficers elected include Harold Up- 
green, director of the motor car- 
rier division of the North Da- 
kota Public Service Commission, 
first vice president; Van Par- 
shall, director of transportation 
of the New York Public Service 
Commission, second vice presi- 
dent, and Carle R. Newberry, 
superintendent of the bus and 
truck department, Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission, secre- 
tary-treasurer. 


John C. Blaine, president of 
St. Louis Public Service Co., 
and L. A. Rarimore, executive 
vice president of United Van 
Lines, were among 14 transpor- 
tation industry executives ap- 
pointed by Buttram to an ad- 
visory committee to the confer- 
ence.

years, and obtained an added 
push in 1958 when Americans 
began worrying in earnest about 
Soviet advances in science, Mc- 
| Swain said. 

If American educators and pol- 
icy makers set service to society 
as the goal of education, then 


| they have moved dangerously 


‘close to the Russian belief that 

|education is the instrument of 

| the state, McSwain declared. 
**The American system of edu- 


cation has traditionally been cen- 


tered on the worth and welfare 
of the individual, and the faith 
in that tradition should not be 
broken now.” 

“This country needs scientists, 
but we must not forget that it 
also needs philosopners, poets 
and social scientists,” he said. 


McSwain also criticized the 
trend toward broader curricula | 
in secondary education, saying | 


that many subjects taught in 


| schools were properly the educa- 


| tional responsibility of parents. 


Such vocational subjects as | 
driver training should not be the |

w Convenience Foods 


Some Now in Local 
Markets, Some 
In Development Stage

CONVENIENCE FOODS have 
simplified our lives so much in 
the past few years that we won- 
der how we ever managed with- 
out them, 


Last week we had the privi- 
lege of previewing some new 
“dream ideas,” most of them 
still in the development stage. 

If you would like to share our 
preview, here are some of the re- 
frigerated products: Chicken 
meat in the form of “hot dogs” 
and “chicken ‘burgers’; hard- 
cooked eggs in roll form (just 
slice and use for salads or sand- 
wiches); a similar roll of deviled 
eggs, white of the egg on the out- 
side, the deviled yolk mixture 
in the center; a “ready-egg”’ 
mixture in a waxed carton, all 
ready to pour out for scrambled 
eggs or French omelet, an egg 
custard mix. 


Frozen items included a“frozen 
scrambled egg mix and frozen 
fried eggs packaged in a special 
black foil that can go right into 
the electric toaster to heat (just 
tear off one end of the envelope 
so it doesn’t explode, please). 

French toast to be heated in 
the toaster is now being test- 
marketed. Still in the develop- 
ment stage is French toast for 
boil-in-the-bag heating. Neat ex- 
tra here—a separate compart- 
ment in the bag, for sirup, so 
you have warm sirup along with 
the hot French toast. 

This same double-compartment 
idea is used for frozen Egg Can- 
tonese for boil-fn-the-bag heat- 
ing; the egg mixture is in one 
section, rice in the other. 

There was even a breakfast in 
a bag, ready to be dropped into 
boiling water to heat—a slice of 
Canadian bacon, and an egg on 
toast. 

Frozen riced egg was an item 
which especially appealed to us. 
(Just think how handy it would 
be for garnishing appetizers 
when friends drop in unexpect- 
edly.) 

Another new method of food 
processing, that of freeze-dehy- 
dration, is being utilized for 
items which are now being used 
by the Army but are not yet 
available to consumers. Exam- 
ples included pre-cogked dehy- 
drated chicken pieces, and chick- 
en stew with white potatoes, car- 
rots and green peas in sauce. 

Looking still further into the 
future (at least several years) 
is the idea of a whole breakfast 
which could be prepared and 
eaten on a 10-minute coffee 
break, from vending machines. 

A fresh egg is broken into an 
individual container and frozen 
at peak freshness under a pat- 
ented freezing process, then kept 
at controlled temperatures in a 
vending machine. 

Through the use of electronics, 
in less than a minute the egg 
can be cooked soft, medium or 
hard poached (salt and pepper 
added if desired) right in its own 
vending machine. This vendor 
could be flanked with others 
serving coffee and electronically 
cooked bacon and toast. 

Is this enough to convince you 
that we are just on the threshold 
of even greater convenience? 


AS FOR THE PRESENT, 
a number of interesting new 
items appeared in local markets. 

Since the first time we tasted 
Spanish rice as a child, it has 
been one of our favorite dishes. 
Frankly, we were a bit dubious 
of the idea of a mix to produce 
this savory mixture; just seemed 
long, slow blending of flavors 
was a “must” to develop the 
rich, mellow goodness. We tried; 
we were convinced. It takes only 
minutes to add tomatoes, water 
and butter to the well-seasoned 
pre-cooked rice mixture and heat 
thoroughly. Then it stays on top 
of the range for the 20 minutes 
or so it takes to prepare the 
rest of the dinner, and there is 
as delicious a Spanish rice as 
we have ever tasted. 

Now that the Lenten season 
has closed, parties will be filling 
the social calendar. Fun to make 
for these festivities are the 
cream puffs and eclairs which 
can be prepared so easily now 
that a single box holds three 
separate mixes — one for the 
shell, one for the filling, one for 
the glaze. Take your choice of 
vanilla filling and chocolate top- 
ping, or lemon filling and vanilla 
topping. 

Other products newly arrived 
on grocers’ shelves: a corn oil 
Italian dressing made with pure 
corn oil, seasoned with a blend 
of spices and the typical Italian 
touch of garlic; a rich-flavored 
coffee recently introduced in this 
area, now available in instant 
form; an economy size 16-serv- 
ing package of instant whipped 
potatoes, fine for large families; 
a new bottled barbecue sauce 
with rich, tangy flavor that is 
the result of an unusual blend of 
spices, milled by a special proc-

Top fresh 
asparagus spears with creamed 
eggs for a spring entree, or 
break the spears into one-inch 
pieces and flavor with some 
nutmeg butter. 


Here are some suggestions 
from the Western Growers Asso- 
ciation which will give new in- 
terest to the vegetable course of 
spring meals. 


Maple-Glazed Carrots 
With Mint 


Two bunches medium carrots. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

One tablespoon butter or mar- 
garine. 

One-fourth cup maple - blended 
sirup. 

Sprigs of fresh mint. 


Wash and scrape carrots. 
Leave whole; cook covered in 
small amount of boiling salted 
water about 15 minutes, or until 
tender. Drain and season with 
salt and pepper. 


Simmer butter or margarine 
and sirup in large skillet two min- 
utes. Add carrots and cook over 
low heat, turning often, about 


« 


eight minutes or until glazed. 
Garnish with fresh mint. 

Yield: six servings. 

Skillet Cabbage. 

One-fourth cup butter or mar- 
garine. 

One large head cabbage (two 
pounds) shredded, 

Two tablespoons fresh lemon 
juice. 

One-half teaspoon caraway 
seed (optional). 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

Paprika. 

Melt butter or margarine in 
large heavy skillet. Add cab- 
bage, cover and cook about 10 
minutes or until just tender. Sea- 
son with lemon juice, caraway 
seeds, salt and pepper. Sprinkle 
with paprika just before serving. 

Yield: six servings. 

Spring Cauliflower. 

Wash one medium head cauli- 
flower well. Leave the head 
whole or break into flowerets and 
cook, covered, in small amount 
of boiling salted water just until 
tender. 

Serve the whole head topped 
with Easy Cheese Sauce or the 
flowerets with butter or marga- 
rine and some sauteed fresh 
mushrooms. 

Easy Cheese Sauce: Melt one- 


Cereal Crunch Pudding 


half pound processed American 
cheese in top of double boiler 
over hot water or over low heat. 
When melted stir in one-third cup 
milk and mix until smooth. 
Yield: enough sauce for four 
servings of fresh vegetable. 


Asparagus 
With Lemon Butter. 


Wash two pounds fresh aspara- 
gus spears well; remove any 
loose scales. Break off each 
stalk as far down as it will break 
off easily. 

Cook whole stalks, covered, in 
a small amount of boiling salted 
water until just tender, 10-20 
minutes. Remove carefully from 
pan and serve with Lemon 
Butter. 

Lemon Butter: Melt one- 
fourth cup butter or margarine, 
add three tablespoons fresh lem- 
on juice and one-half teaspoon 
paprika. Pour over hot aspara- 
gus spears. 

Yield: four servings. 

French Style Peas. 

Three or four large outside 
lettuce leaves. 

Two pounds fresh peas. 

One teaspoon sugar. 


Two to four tablespoons water.

Pudding 
For Party, 
Family Fare 


A RECIPE that can be adapted 
with ease for either family use 
or party fare is a good one to 
have on file. 

This cereal and milk pudding 
meets the test. The “magic” 
ingredient is caramel cereal 
crunch, ready-to-eat high protein 
cereal with a caramel coating 
of butter and brown egy | 
“magic?” Because the c 
can be made ahead of time and 
stored in an airtight container 
for future use. 

For the family version, pre 
pare a package of instant va- 
nilla pudding mix according to 
package directions; chill. Place 
caramel cereal crunch in the 
bottom of a sherbert glass, pour 
in the chilled pudding, top with 
additional crunch and garnish 
with frozen strawberry sauce. 

For the party style, use the 
pudding mix that requires cook- 
ing. Fill custard cups or other 
molds with the cooked pudding 
mix; chill. Fill the bottom of a 
sherbert glass with caramel 
crunch, unmold the pudding onto 
the crunch, top with additional 
crunch. Serve with strawberry 
sauce. 

Incidentally, there is more 
than good taste to this recipe. 
Cereal and milk supplement each 
other in important nutrients; the 
nutrients that are in smaller 
amounts in the milk are supplied 
in larger amounts by the cereal, 
and vice versa. 

Caramel Cereal Crunch. 

Two cups ready-to-eat high 
protein cereal. 

One-half cup brown sugar. 

One-fourth cup melted butter 
or margarine. 

One package vanilla pudding 
mix. 

Combine ready-to-eat high pro- 
tein cereal, brown sugar and but- 
ter or margarine and mix well. 
Spread in thin layer in buttered 
shallow baking pan. Heat in mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees) 10 min- 
utes, stirring after five minutes 
heating. 

Remove from oven, loosen in 
pan and cool. Crush cooled mix- 
ture slightly; store in airtight 
container. 

Family Style: Prepare instant 
vanilla pudding mix as directed 
on package; chill. Place caramel 
cereal crunch in sherbert glass, 
cover with chilled pudding, top

We still would list 
cabbage and bréccoli in that 
category, despite the fact that 
they are a little higher than 
they have been, Small peppers 
‘are low in cost, with the fancy 
larger ones bringing more 


money. . 

Also in the “‘good buys” cate- 
gory are leafy greens (turnip 
tops, mustard greens, spinach), 
old round red ‘potatoes, ruta- 
bagas and parsnips. 

Moderately priced are new 
round red and Idaho russet pota- 
toes, asparagus, beans, cauli- 
flower, eggplant, new Texas 
onions, sweet potatoes, endive, 
escarole and romaine. 

In the luxury bracket are to- 
matoes; corn; cucumbers (these 
are out of all reason); iceberg, 
leaf and Bibb lettuce and squash. 

In the fruit department, Cali- 
| fornia navel oranges are just 
about at the end of their season. 
The Valencias from that area 
are excellent in quality with a 
predominance of small sizes, 


Texas and Florida are sending 
some Valencias with fine flavor 
and juice content, less expensive 
than those from California. 

There is wide: variation in 
quality and price of grapefruit. 
Lemons are moderately priced; 
limes high with the exception of 
the little Mexican ones which 
will suffice for most purposes. 

Supplies of pineapples are 
erratic. Melons of all types re- 
main high. Strawberry supplies 
are increasing; some stores are 
offering them at most attractive 
prices,

BELIEVED FOUND 
BY SURVEY SHP 


WASHINGTON, April 21. (UPT) 
—The sea research ship Explor- | 
er concluded at 79-day, 8000- 
mile voyage yesterday which 
produced evidence of mineral | 
treasure off the west coast of 
Central America and an unsus- | 
pected “drowned atoll’”’ in the 
Caribbean. 

The Explorer, which belongs 
to the Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, left Seattle Feb. 2. It car-' 
ried out thousaands of individual 
research projects in the course 
of its long voyage, which carried 
it through the Panama Canal and 
up the United States east coast 
to its dock here, 

Dr. Harris B. Stewart, ocean- 
ographer of the Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey, described the trip | 
as one of the most successful sea 
research expeditions ever con- 
ducted by this country. Some 15 
government and private agencies 
participated. Aboard the ship 
were 10 scientists, 13 officers and 
71 crew members. 


Photographs of the sea bottom 
at depths of more than two 
miles and core samples indicat- 
ed existence of rich mineral de- 
posits off the west coast of Cen- 
tral America. The mineral is in 
the form of metallic manganese 
nodules similar to those known 
to exist in the Pacific west of 
Mexico. Nickel, cobalt and other 
ores are believed to be associat- 
ed with the manganese. 

Fertile Sea Region. 

Two hundred miles off the west 
eoast of Costa Rica the scien- 
tists explored an extremely fer- 
tile sea region which they said 
will become increasingly val- 
uable as a source of food. Up- | 
welling currents carry nutrient 
material from the bottom close 
to the surface. 


Oceanographers have suggest- 
ed that marine deserts, like 
those of the central Pacific, 
might be made similarly fertile 
by artificially creating upwelling | 
currents. This, they have pro- 
posed, might be done by lower- 
ing nuclear reactors to the sea’ 
bottom. The reactors would) 
warm the cold deep water, caus- 
ing it to rise. 

It was south of Great Swan 
Island, 97 miles northeast of Hon- 
duras in the Caribbean, that the 
oceanographers found possible 
evidence of a drowned coral 
atoll. No such atoll is known to| 
exist anywhere else in the Car- 
ibbean depths. 

Uncharted Bank. 


The ship found an uncharted 
bank about seven miles long | 
where the sea bottom rose ab- 
ruptly from a depth of 6000 feet | 
to an average depth of a little | 
more than 100 feet. The scientists 
cored dead coral and discovered | 
indications of an old volcanic | 
cone such as exist under Pacific | 
atolls. 

The Explorer confirmed a the- | 
ory that an ancient barrier beach 
lies 600 feet off the west coast of 
Florida. Scientists dredged up 
150 pounds of beach rock —| 
beach sand turned to sandstone 
—and will determine its age by 
radio-chemical means. | 

This will help to determine 
whether the 600-foot rise in the | 
relative sea level was caysed by 
the melting of glaciers thousands 
or millions of years ago. | 

The Explorer took many hun- | 
dreds of samples of marine life, | 
bottom sediment and sea water. | 
It tossed drift bottles overboard | 
all the way from Seattle to Nor- | 
folk to get information on cur- | 
rents. They are now being re-| 
turned by finders at the rate of 
six or eight a day. 


INSTALLMENT BUYING =

Tass said Muscovites have

It said a total of 35,000,000. 
rubles ($3,500,000 at the tourist | 
rate) worth of goods has been | 
bought with the credit plan, the|

St. Louis County Supervisor 
James H. J. McNary yesterday 
asked the County Council to ex- 
press its opinion on the service 
fee and tax to be imposed by 
the Metropolitan Sewer District. 


McNary told council members 
at their meeting he thought they 
should take a position for or 
against the new rates even though 
the council has no control over 
the Sewer District’s actions. 


McNary suggested that the 
council members formulate their 
views on the matter in time for 
presentation at the Sewer 
Board’s public hearing on the tax 
proposal May 10. 

In the meantime, he said, the 
County Counselor’s office will 
study the question of whether 
the council has any jurisdiction 
over sewer tax matters. 

Effective Jan. 1, the sewer 
ditsrict will impose a tax of 6 
cents on each $100 of assessed 
properly valuation and a lower 
service fee for single-family 
dwellings. 

The council’s traffic commit- 
tee, headed by John J. Dowling 
(Dem.), Second District, recom- 
mended that the county traffic

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Kessler's Busy Night 

It was a surprise when Harry 
Kessler, St. Louis, was an- 
nounced as the referee for the 
National Boxing Association 
middleweight title scrap 
between Gene Fullmer and Joe 
Giardello at Bozeman, Mont. 

Harry, no doubt, felt hon- 
ored by his selection but by 
the end of the fourth round 
he would have been glad to 
be out of there. 

Fullmer and Giardello en- 
gaged in a wild, pulling, haul- 
ing, tugging and butting match 
which kept Kessler busy 
through most of the 15 rounds. 

The referee had a hard time 
trying to keep the match under 
some kind of control, so 
viciously did the two men tear 
into each other. 

Fullmer always comes to 
fight and his style, if you can 
call it that, is to get in close 
to his opponent and slam his 
bod 


y. 

That’s what he did with Gi- 
ardello but, unfortunately, his 
head kept bumping Joey un- 
til the Philadelphian lost his 
temper and butted Fullmer de- 
liberately on the forehead. The 
butt inflicted a wound which 
handicapped the champion 
throughout the bout and, after 
it was over, required stitches 
to close, according to his man- 
ager, Marv Jenson. 

Kessler appeared about at 
the end of his patience when 
this occurred in the fourth 
round and he did something 
seldom seen in a fight. He sep- 
arated the contenders and held 
the mapart for several sec- 
onds, warning them and, ap- 
parently, trying to get them to 
cool off enough to go ahead 
with some regard for the rules. 

Kessler did not penalize 
Giardello ‘by taking the round 
away from him although Harry 
gave the round to the cham- 
pion, 10-9. One judge gave the 
fourth to Giardello, the other 
called it even. 

It is easy to see that if Giar- 
dello had lost. the round on 
both of those cards, Fullmer 
would have been the winner. 


Scoring a Task 

It was an _ exceptionally 
hard match to score. By the 
time the points made by each 
man were added up and sub- 
tractions made for rules in- 
fractions, the card was almost 
even, round-by-round. 

That’s the way the ref- 
eree voted. Kessler saw it for 
Giardello, 144-142; one judge 
had it exacty even, 145-145, 
and the other called it for Full- 
mer, 145-142. 

This writer, from a TV view, 


scored it 144 to 142 for Full- | 


mer. 

There was much confusion at 
the finish because of the draw, 
many of the spectators won- 
dering what would happen to 
Fullmer’s title. As the an- 
nouncer explained, the cham- 
pion retains the crown in the 
event of a draw. 

Giardello, although he de- 
clared he won the title as a 
result of the draw, is clamor- 
ing for a rematch. The Full- 
mer camp is cool to his de- 
mands. 

Fullmer said he wanted no 
more of Giardello, contending 
that the deliberate butt, which 
Giardello admitted, disquali- 
fied him from further consid- 
eration for another chance at 
the title. 

There were no knockdowns 
in the 15 rounds despite the 
wild punching, and it was sur- 
prising that Giardello could 
keep up his pace for the dis- 
tance. It was the first time in a 
career of nearly 13 years that 
he had ever attempted to go 
more than 10 rounds. 

He must have trained his 
hardest for this, his first op- 
portunity to win a champion- 
ship. 


Long Time to Wait. 

It was the first title bout in 
Montana in 37 years, or since 
Jack Dempsey won from Tom- 
my Gibbons in 1923 at Shelby. 
The town almost went broke 
from the promotion. 

Fullmer and Giardello fought 
in the field house of Montana 
State College before a capacity 
crowd of about 12,000 and, the 
fans seemed to get plenty of 
excitement out of the battle, 
judging from ihe noise coming 
over the TV set. 

After the match Giardello’s 
camp asserted that if there 
was another bout with Fullmer 
it would have to be fought in 
the East. His handlers said 
they would never again permit 
their man to fight in the West. 

Some of their remarks did 
not raise their stock in Mon- 
tana. Their theme was that all 
of the officials were incompe- 
tent. 

However, it seemed the 
judges and the referee made 
the best of a bad situation. It 
appeared that the two fighters

Exploitation of Our Resources 


By Adele Starbird 


WE WERE TALKING about 
the crusade Leonard Hall carries 
on against the destruction of 
our natural resources; we were 
grateful for his championship of 
conservation. 

“Western man has been con- 
sistently destructive,” said a 
young man. “Is that the fault 
of Christianity?” He looked at 
me accusingly. 

I could think of only one ser- 
mon on conservation. It was 
preached at Berea College in 
Kentucky on a text in Genesis 
about God giving man dominion 
over the earth and its creatures. 
I thought at the time that it was 
a wonderful sermon—and I can’t 
remember a word of it. 

Such memory blanks used to 
worry me, but now I accept 
them, knowing that few people 
have total recall. Our minds 
were nourished at times by 
books and speeches we can’t re- 
member, just as our bodies have 
been nourished by dinners we 
have forgotten. 


The young man was waiting 
for my answer and I began to 
feel my way. “Christians 
don’t talk about conservation 
as a Christian concept. But 
we certainly hear about stew- 
ardship all our lives. We are 
taught that we hold nothing in 
our own right, and that we 
shall have to answer for the 
use we have made of our time, 
our money and our talents. 
These things we simply hold 
in trust, and we are dishonest 
servants when we waste them. 
I don’t see why this 
of accountability shouldn’t be 
extended to the air, the water 
and the soil we have re 
ceived.”

How to Patch Concrete 


WHEN someone finds a hunk 
of concrete missing from a floor, 
driveway or walk, they often 
think all they must do is to mix 
up some fresh concrete and slap 
it in where it is needed. This 
usually doesn’t work for very 
long and pretty soon the job 
has to be done over again. 

The correct way to patch con- 
crete surfaces of this kind is 
to first cut out the area so that 
it is as least one inch deep and 
the sides of the opening are ver- 
tical. A concrete patch under 
one inch in thickness is not go- 
ing to hold for very long and 
if the patch is saucer shaped, it 
will soon start to break up along 
the edges. The necessary cut- 
ting of the concrete can be done 
with a cold chisel and a mallet. 
It’s a good idea to wear some 


sort of safety glasses and gloves 
when you do this sort of work 
because small particles of the 
concrete can fly up and damage 
the eyes and the hammer may 
miss the cold chisel and strike 
the hand. Don’t try to take very 
large bites with the cold chisel 
for this doesn’t work very well. 
It’s much easier if you just 
chip away at the concrete until 
you’ve removed all that is nec-

ily dwindling while our popula- 
tion skyrockets.

“When they left the rock or 
tree or sand dune that had shel- 
tered them for the night, the 
Navajo was careful to obliterate 
every trace of his temporary 
occupation. He buried the em- 
bers >of the fire and the rem- 
nants of the food, filled up the 
holes he had scooped in the 
sand. Since this was exactly 
Jacinto’s procedure, Father La- 
tour judged that just as it was 
the white man’s way to assert 
himself in any landscape, to 
change it, to make it over a 
little ¢at least to leave some 
mark or memorial of his jour- 
ney) it was the Indian’s way to 
pass through a country without 
disturbing anything, to pass and 
leave no trace, like fish through 
water, or birds through the air.” 


The Indian’s respect for na- 
ture seems to me truly religious.

The reason for bringing 
the patch above the rest of the 
surface is that as the concrete 
cures it will shrink a little.

HIS NAME is James Francis Durante and he was born

HE WROTE LOTS OF SONGS, including a funny one 
called “Toscanini, Stokowski and Me.” In the lyrics, he 
asks: “Can Mr. Toscanini play the piano? No. Can I? 
Posterity will tell...” He sang it on a network show one 
night and came home to the Hotel Astor and stepped into the 
elevator. 

A man with a black furled hat and a spiked mustache 
stared at him. “Are you Mr. Durante?’ he asked in broken 
English. Jimmy nodded. “My name is Toscanini,” he said, 
pointing dramatically to his chest. “I do play piano.” Durante 
got off the elevator quickly. 

Jimmy hit the rough spots in the early 1940s. Five 
members of his family, including his father and Jeanne, died. 
Later, Lou Clayton died and the act was no longer popular. 
Work was scarce. Durante took it all in silence. 

Then he got a little radio work with Bob Hope and Garry 
Moore and he moved back up the ladder. This time it was 
swift. He took Eddie Jackson with him, although many 
producers wanted Durante as a single. He moved into tele- 
vision with his big nose. Millions of people who had never 
seen him before sensed the good-hearted clown inside the man, 
and they loved him. 

Today he works when he pleases, lays off when he 
pleases. He is quiet and modest offstage, but, when he goes 
on, he has the impact of a tornado jn a phone booth. This 
year, at 67, he will marry Margie Little. The big heart needs 
someone to hold it.

Posture Problems 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

“I WISH YOU’D WRITE about posture problems of school 
children. I have noticed that all little tykes from 2 through 
5 have erect carriages. And the primitive peoples carry 
themselves magnificently. Could we, through forcing our chil- 
dren to sit for long periods at school, and then through 
sedentary occupations at home, be spoiling their natural 
inclination toward an upright carriage?” R. G. N. 

Yes, but with only this exception: It isn’t the time spent 
in school seats; it is the rest of the time NOT spent in activity. 

You are quite right that up to age 5 children 
naturally have an erect carriage. This is because they 
are physically active. They keep what God gave them 
to start with. As they grow older physical activity 
tends to decrease. There are exceptions, of course. 
There are also exceptions to the unhappy “rule’’ that 
our children have poor posture. 

The required amount of gymnasium work (or outdoor 
play, or other activity) decreases. It is replaced by “‘sittin’- 
down work.” True, there is, and will be, a handful of young- 
sters who engage in whatever athletics are available. There 
will be a smaller number who are crack athletes. 

i But let’s look at the facts. What has changed in the 
last few generations? For one thing, motor transportation has 
taken over. I have no objection to motor transport. It’s 
dandy. But when a child has to be carted around on every 
short trip, that is nonsense. It’s worse than that. It is harmful. 
It is stupid. 

I keep seeing dull jokes and cartoons based on the notion 
that papa says, “When I was a kid, I walked three miles 
to school every day, through blizzards, and it didn’t hurt me.

the opponents for business unless 
you are reasonably sure of de- 
feating the contract.

For example, suppose you dou- 
ble non-vulnerable opponents at 
four spades, expecting a one-trick 
set. If you are right, you gain 
50 points—scoring 100 instead of 
the 50 you would have gotten by 
passing. But if you are wrong, 
and they make four spades dou- 
bled, the opponents pick up an 
extra 170 points as the result of 
the double. 

In trying to gain 50 points, 
therefore, it may cost you 170. 
You are laying odds of almost 
three and a half to one that they 
will go down. 

In duplicate bridge, where 
other factors enter the calcula- 
tions, a close double is made 
more readily. The hand shown 
occurred in a duplicate, and 
West doubled, hoping for a one- 
trick (200-point) set. 

He led a diamond and East 
won the king with the ace. East 
properly returned a trump and 
West took the jack. West led 
another diamond and East won 
with the ten: 

East could now do 
defeat the contract. If he 
diamond, his side would 
with three spades and two dia- 
monds. And if he led a spade 
stead, the same result would 
accrue. Declarer would be able 
to discard his diamond loser on 
dummy’s ace of hearts. So South 
made two spades doubled for a 
670-point score. 


However, the contract should

Religion in Russia 


NEW YORK, April 21. 

ONE INTERESTING ITEM in the news was the fact 
that churches in Moscow were filled on Easter Sunday. 
Sometimes I wonder how governments feel they can really 
wipe out people’s deep religious beliefs by edict. 

Certainly, it is not wise for party members in a Communist 
country to show that they would like to go to church. 
But apparently in Russia, where the vast majority do not 
go to church, the people are allowed to have one spring 
festival—May day. And the return to many of the old 


customs in the way of foods and the festivity in the air 
~ made Easter Sunday the beginning of the May day holiday. 


The Russian Orthodox churches were jammed, and some 
came to worship while others just came out of curiosity. 

There is a town outside of Moscow called Zagorsk, 
which was always considered a holy city, and people crowded 
into the churches there. 

It was a beautiful day in Moscow, so that people 
could stroll in the streets and perhaps many of them 
felt that this was preparation for their May day 
celebration to follow. But, of course, ne one knows 
how many of these people put a religious connotation 
on the day. From the account that I read this spirit 
of gaiety and rebirth spread to many other places 
in the Soviet Union besides Moscow. 

I RECEIVED TODAY in the mail a most pathetic plea 
for a young man who had to flee and has wandered homeless 
and alone for months and years in Europe without papers, 
which is perhaps the worst thing that can happen to anyone. 
This young man is now in the United States. 

He was a refugee from a Communist country, and how 
he reached this country I do not quite know. But the 
chances are that he will be deported to go back -to the 
frantic search for a country in which to live and for a job 
to help him live. At least this will be the case unless 
someone in Washington can make our immigration laws 
a little bit more human. This would mean the introduction 
of a special bill to make it possible for this boy to stay 
in our country. 

I have not seen him and I do not know him. .But 

his case reminds me of an occurrence in Paris 

years ago when I talked to a Polish boy who worked 

by day in the packing department of a big department 

store and at night studied in the Sorbonne. He had 

no country. And he had traveled all over Europe, 

hiding and slipping over borders, constantly eluding 

border patrols and often being shot at. 

Of course, our immigration officials must enforce our 
laws and, of course, they cannot be expected to look into 
every special case. But this case was brought to my 
attention by a man at Columbia University, who said that 
he and his friends had written many letters to Senators 
and Representatives in Washington. 

I want to add my plea, since I have also written to 
a congressman in Washington in the hope that this case 
can be considered from the point of view of a human 
being and be looked into carefully and not treated as just 
aaother immigration difficulty.

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The Secret of a Good Fried Oyster 


By Hoyt Alden 


“AS FOR ME,” said the travel- 
ing salesman who sat across 
from me in the dining car, “I’ve 
given up hope of ever getting a 
good fried oyster again.” He 
gazed sadly out the window. 
“When I was younger I was less 
cynical,”” he continued. “I kept 
saying to myself that someday 
I would find a restaurant or a 
hotel dining room that knows 
what to do with an oyster. So 
when I saw fried aysters on a 
menu, I’d say to myself, ‘Maybe 
this is it.’ And I would try 
again.” 


I thought he was going to cry. 
“But it was always the same,” 
he went on with the air of a 
man disillusioned with life. 
“Sometimes it would be a tiny 
canned oyster lost in a huge 
cocoon of batter which was hard 
on the outside and like an un- 
cooked pancake on the inside. 
Or sometimes it would be oyster 
that had been dipped in old 
crank case oil and rolled in saw- 
dust.” A tear rolled down his 
cheek. ‘‘Now,” he said, “I’ve 
given up.” 

I knew what he meant. Per- 
haps you do, too. The average 
chef has nothing on the average 
woman when it comes to botch- 
ing a batch of fried oysters. 

A man comes home with few 
dozen splendid oysters and says 
to the Little Woman he thinks 
it would be nice to have some 
fried oysters. “Fried?’’ said the 
Little Woman, as though he had 
suggesting shooting them out of 
a cannon. But she decides to 
humor him. She rolls them in 
something, puts a little grease 
in the skillet and tosses them in. 
She watches them and wonders 
how long they’re supposed to 
cook, When they’re good and 
black and stuck to the skillet, 
she decides they must be ready. 
When she puts them in front of 
Friend Husband he wonders 
what they are. “I can’t under- 
stand it,”” says the Little Wom- 
an. “I did it just like I’ve always 
done it.” 


MOST MEN give up at this 
point, and fried oysters, like the 
Little Woman’s drinking uncles, 
are never mentioned again. How- 
ever, all isn’t lost. There is no 
need to abandon hope. The thing 
for Friend Husband to do is fry 
his own oysters, and by sheer 
coincidence I happen to have 
here in my pocket the answer 
to the problem. 


It is a recipe given me by a 
newspaper man who grew up in 
Fredericksburg, Va., which is 
right close to the Chesapeake 
Bay, a country where people 
know one oyster from another 
and what to do with them. 

The chief fault with most fried 
oysters, he explained, is that 
they still have too much mois- 
ture in them when they’re fried. 
So to get the liquid out, put the 
oysters in a sieve, sprinkle them 
generously with salt and pep- 
per and a dash of red pepper, 
and then start working them with 
your fingers. Keep working 
them, gently but firmly, until 
you can’t get any more liquid 
out. 

Another little secret, always 
fry two oysters at once. If you’re 
planning a dozen fried oysters, 
get two dozen. This gives you a 
better proportion of oyster to 
batter. Put the two oysters to- 
gether and roll them in cracker 
crumbs. Then put them on a 
large platter and deposit them 
in the refrigerator where they

should remain for at least eight 
hours. 

When cooking time arrives, put 
enough fresh grease in the skil- 
let to cover the oysters. Heat 
the grease until it’s smoking. 
Have ready a bowl of ordinary 


milk and egg batter. Dip the 
oysters in the batter, roll them 
again in cracker meal, and drop 
them in the skillet. 

Cook them only until they’re 
golden (not dark) brown, and 
serve them up.

I have heard, then douse them 
with catsup. A real oyster lover 
uses tartar sauce. Or, if you 
just have to have something 
more piquant, try this: Combine 
two tablespoons of horseradish 
with six tablespoons of catsup, 
four tablespoons of lemon juice 
and a dash of celery salt. And, 
if you’re the all-out type, add 
Tabasco. 


AS A MATTER of self preser- 
vation, I would like to suggest 
a couple of Friday casseroles 
to wives and mothers. Perhaps 


they will serve as means of es- 
cape from something called tuna- 
noodle which seems to have 
swept the country, a dish which 
isn’t bad once in a great while, 
but which can very quickly be- 
come a bore. 


Let’s go to just a little more 
trouble and turn out, for in- 
stance, a deviled egg and shrimp 
casserole, like this: Fix six devil- 
ed eggs. Put them in the bottom 
of a buttered casserole. Cook a 
half pound of shelled shrimp in 
salted boiling water for not more 
than five minutes. Just until 
they turn pink. Drain them. 
Wash half a pound of fresh 
mushrooms. Leave the caps 
whole and slice the stems Then 
saute them in a couple of table- 
spoons of butter. 

Then make a cream sauce with 
three tablespoons of butter and 


three tablespoons of flour and 
two cups of milk. Season it with 
a fourth of a teaspoon of onion 
salt, a teaspoon of Worcester- 
shire sauce and then melt in a 
cup of grated cheese. 

Now, put the shrimp and 
mushrooms on and around the 
eggs. Top it with the sauce and 
sprinkle the top with buttered 
bread crumbs. Bake it about 12 
minutes in a 375-degree oven. 


OR, TRY a fish and rice cas- 
serole: Mix together a cup of 
uncooked rice, a 10-ounce can 
ef condensed cream of mush- 
room soup, half a cup of grated 
American cheese, a teaspoon of 
salt and three and a half cups 
of water. Put it in a shallow 
baking dish and bake it 20 min- 
utes in a 350-degree oven. Take 
it out and lay two pounds of 
fish fillets on top. Use cod, had- 
dock or ocean perch. Sprinkle 
on a cup of grated cheese and 
bake it another 30 minutes, un- 


til the fish flakes easily, the 
rice is tender and the top is 
brown and bubbly.
